2. YUGOSLAV PRIME CONTRACTOR "PKB BELGRAD" WOULD WELCOME

IN DUJAILA COMPLEX AND OTHER MAJOR PROJECTS IN IRAQ 
WHICH HAVE RECENTLY BEEN AWARDED TO YUGOSLAV PRIME 
CONTRACTORS. THUS AMEMBASSY BELGRADE AND VISITING USINT 
BAGHDAD COMMERCIAL ATTACHE HELD SERIES OF MEETINGS

6. MR CIRIC, WHO IS SENIOR PKB OFFICER RESPONSIBLE FOR 
DUJAILA PROJECT. SAID JULY 13 THAT VIRTUALLY NO U.S. 

FIRMS HAVE SO FAR SHOWN INTEREST IN WORKING WITH OR 
SELLING TO PKB IN REGARD TO DUJAILA PROJECT ALTHOUGH 
CONSIDERABLE ATTENTION HAS BEEN PAID BY BRITISH, WEST 
GERMAN AND OTHER EUROPEAN FIRMS. 

7. PKB'S IMMEDIATE NEEDS ARE FOR EQUIPMENT AND TECHNOLOGY 
FOR EARTH LEVELING, IRRIGATION AND DRAINAGE OF BADLY
